RAILROAD TOWN TO
BE ESTABLISHED

NEHALEM TERMINUS OF
KERRY ROAD TO BE A
THRIVING CITY,

THE

Primary Object is to Provide Pleas.
ant Place of Abode for Large
Number of Workmen

Columbia county is to have a new
town. It is not to be the rival of
any city in the county for any hon-
ors; In its beginnlng it will be un-
prétentious, but as the years go by
It may bloom into both beauty and
thrift, The new town Iz to be lo-
cated at the junctton of Deep creek
with Nehnlem River, where the rail-
ropdd now being bullt from Kerry,
Just east of Westport, finds its ter-
minus on the Nehalem,

A. 8. Kerry, who is building the
Columbia River & Nehslem HRaill-
rond, is al2o founding the new town.
Mr. Kerry's 1len s primarily to es-
tablish n community trading point,
where all the rural beauties may be
enjoyed In  connectlon with such
mwotropolitan convenionces as it will
be possible to install. The latter
will have no limit up to tho reason-
able expendi‘ure of money to pro-

In them., Mr, Kerry's foremost
fdea will be to make the surround-
inga so pleasant and the conditions
%o perfect that there will nover be
nny diesatisfaction expressed by the
employes, of which there will prob-
nbly be several hundred, to make
their homes In the Httle city

Mr. Kerry is building a splendid
piece of railroad. No expense Iz be-
ing spared to construct it in the
most substaniial and thorough man-
ner. Its permanemey was the first
fmpulse of the builder, and all sub-
sidary improvements are belng made
with tho same ldea in view. The
road, when completed, will be ap-
proximately thirty miles in length,
and traverses a eection of country
wholly undeveloped until it reaches
the beautifu! and fertile walley of
the Nehalem.

The tonnage which the road will
ultimataely carry ean searcely he es-
timated. The entire distance over
the @divide and down the Fishhawk
is through ona of the most boautiful
tracts of virgin timber on the coast.
This vast body of timber will find
ite way to merket through the med-
fum of this t-ansportation line. It
will requira years to remove the tim-
ber. Laterals [rom the main line
will reach iu all dircctions, tapping
the timber for miles either slde,

In the wake of all this commer-
elalism and treaffie in the virgin
wealth of the distriet there will be
other and equally important and
permanent developments teke place.
From the manifest evidence of per-
maneney which gurrounds the char-
acter of the improvement now going
forward there will be inspiration for
others to keep pace in other lines of
development. Lands will be put to
cultivation, substantial and perman-
ont homes will be built and rural
husbandry will thrive, the whole
distriet will bloom and the entire
county will benefit.

The new town will be located on
what was formerly the D. W. Free-
man place, on the west side of the
Nehalem river. It said to ba an
ideal location for the establishment
of a small eity. The railroad will
extend up Deep ereek for a short
distance, but the new town will be
the real terminus of the road.

In all probability the road will be
completed this summer as far as the
proposed site of the new town. A
tunnel 1800 feet through the moun-
tain has been completed and hoad-
way in construction of the road will
be more rapid, Korry station, on
the Astorias rallroad, has been the
seone of a great deal of activity dur-
ing the last two years, since con-
struction of the new rallroad was
hegun.
